The Committee, to whom was refer- 
red the Governor's Speech, reported 
the following answer ;—• 
To his Excellency 
Daniel

York. 
We have considered your Excellen- 
cy's specch, with all that attention and 
respect tae important and interesting 
subjects it comprehends, and the criti- 
cal state of the country to which it re- 
fers, so obviously demand. The sudden 
and unexpected declaration of War by 
the United Statès against the United 
kingdom of Gréat-Britain and Ireland, 
and its dependencies, under the peculiar 
circumstances ofour country at the pe» 
riod of that declaration, could not f#i to 
affe( t the people oftthis State with emo- 
tions of the deepetí^interest and con- 
cern : The extended line of exposed 
frontier, the unpvojlécted condition of 
the inhabitants on that line ; the thin- 
ness of iheir population, and their con- 
tiguity to the enemy, seemed previously 
to require a prepai'ed force, proportion- 
ate tofhe small meànsof resistance, and 
adequate to the protection ^«f this pow- 
erful Slate from the possibilhy of even 
a temporary irruption. 
We, thereforfc, 
sincerely i-egret the embarrassment a of 
yojur Excellenc^'in the unprepared 
state ot the country, arjsing from causes' 
beyond your Excellency's controul.— 
That the enemy were perirujtóáJO hold 
nd muiouin « a n 
undtsfiuie^sufirema' 
cy" on the Lakes, as. they sb obviously 
afford ihe easiest means of communica- 
tion along their frontier, is matter 
deep concern and equal surprize ; and 
we both ieel and deplore the,^>at diftl- 
culiies in which your Exc^Knoy ap- 
pears to have been placed, and the great- 
est dangers to which the country was 
exposetl, from the improvident omission 
of secuiiog to onrsslves .the master}' of 
those inland ^vater8, so highlj^necessarjr' 
to carry cn a vigorotis war, or so abso»- 
lutely requisite to secure us agtinst any 
unfortunate ^^ reverses'* in the poUrse 
of its prosecution. 
To detach thte mili- 
tia from the interior of th'^ jétate, for the 
purpose of perforniing garrison duty in 
the city of New-Yorkf and in the forts 
on its harbour, impaiVs our elFective 
strength on the frontier ; and the as- 
sumption of this power is, tinder exist- 
ing circumstances, a right of very 
questionable nature^—-The great im- 
portance, too, of thit harbour, to the inv 
terests of the Uniop, imperiously re- 
quired a more adequate and appropriate 
dcfencc. As the harbour is exempt 
from all annoyancc but by a maritime
